Sifton, deputy wage-hour adminis- 
trator, cautioned employers in a 
statement today against “winking” 
at .unrecorded overtime: work by 
their employes. 

“If an employe is in fact allowed 
to work. overtime even though with- 
out express official authority he 
said, the hours so spent ., must 
be taken into account.” 

If no record of such hours is kept 
on the pretext that no express of- 
ficial authority to work overtime 
has been given, he added, the em- 
ployer will be violating the law. 

“It is not allowable,” Sifton said, 
“for an employer. or his -supervis- 
ory representative to forbid over- 
time work without express official 
authority on the one hand and wink

“These reguiations would seem to 
require more than a‘mere ‘official 
announcement’ to office employes 
that their hours per day or per 
week are as announced,” he. said, 
adding that regulations would be 
complied with, if: 

1. A record is kept for each per- 
son employed ‘on a weekly or 
monthly basis in a department op- 
erating on a fixed schedule, indi- 
cating the exact schedule per — 
and hours per week which 
employe normally works. 

2. The payroll records indicate for 
each worker or group of workers 
that such scheduled hours actually 
were adhered to. When hours are 
worked in excess of those on the 
schedule, the record must be sup- 
plemented. 

Concerns Ruled Not Exempt. 

In another opinion, the wage- 
hour administration said that 
banks, insurance companies, news- 
papers, telephone companies, radio 
stations, utilities, stock brokers and 
security dealers were not exempt 
from the minimum wage and maxi- 
mum hour provisions. 

The ruling was prepared by the 
wage hour general counsel's office 
as a guide for the administration 
and made public by Sifton. The act 
provides exemption. for. “retail and 
service establishments” not in in- 
terstate business. 

The general counsel’s. office said 
banks, insurance companies, news- 
papers and other similar types of 
businesses had claimed exemption 
on the grounds they were service 
establishments within the meaning 
of the act, and thus entitled to ex- 
emption. :

NEW INQUEST INCASE 
OF MISTAKEN IDENT 


Wife Said Drowned Man Was 
Walter Adams, Later Re- 
ported to Be Alive. 


A Coroner's inquest in the death 
of a man whose body was taken 
from the Migsissippi River at the 
foot of Meramec street May 31, 
1937, has been reopened because of 
an apparent mistake in identifica- 
tion. 5 
Mrs. Louise Adams, a WPA work- 
er, identified the body at the orig- 
inal hearing as that of her husband, 
Walter Adams, about 50 years old. 
The Mullen Bros, undertaking con- 
cern, 4259 Lindell boulevard, which 
buried the body, has notified Coro- 
ner Louis R. Padberg that the Vet- 
erans’ tion has reported 
that Adams, his wife and his moth- 
er have made affidavit that Adams 
is still alive. 

Mrs. Louise Adams was called 
to the new hearing, to be held to- 
morrow. The Coroner’s files show 
that she identified the decom 
body by the shape of the head, in- 
cluding a bump suffered in an ac- 
cident; white hair and light brown 
beard. The file also shows that 
she said then he was a former con- 
vict, having been convicted of auto- 
mobile theft, and was at liberty on 
bond in another case when he dis- 
appeared in January, 1987. At that 
time she resided at 2640 Russell 
boulevard. She was not asked his 
age. Identification by finger 
prints was impossible.

The original copy of the facsimile 
newspaper on being printed by reg- 
ular processes, was placed one 
page at a time on the cylinder of 
the sending apparatus. As the cy)- 
inder revolyes at the rate of 75 
times a minute, a small beam of 
light no larger than a pin point 
and a photo-electric cell, commonly 
known as an “electri¢ eye,” moves 
across the page. The amount of 
reflected light reaching the “elec- 
tric eye” varies with the black and 
white of pages of type and with 
the depth of shading in the photo- 
graphs. 

These light variations control the 
amount of electric current flowing 
through the “electric eye.” 

The Varying electrical current is 
amplified by the transmitter and 
the outgoing radio waves change 
in intensity with the reflected light 
of the copy in\the “electric eye.” 


How the Receiver Operates. 


The antenna of the receiver set in 
the home picks up these waves. The 
receiver, a closed cabinet with no 
dials to be operated or adjust- 
ments to be made by the Owner, 
contains continuously feeding rolls 
of paper and carbon paper which 
pass over a revolving metal cylinder 


Pressure, varying with the intens- 
ity of the radio waves, is exerted 
on a metal bar, parallel to the 
axis of the cylinder, beneath which 
the paper and carbon is fed. Thus 
the black and white t the original 


is duplicated on the paper passing 
over the cylinder of the receiving 
set which it synchronized with that 
of the sending mechanism. 

Printed on only one side, the copy 
may be cut or folded to make 
pages of the facsimile newspaper. 
It is unnecessary for the reader 
to be on hand when a broadcast be- 
gins since a clock, set for the 
scheduled time, will automatically 
start the receiving set and stop it

The Paris took aboard passen- 
gers at Cherbourg without incident 
and sailed for New York. 

French long have advocated the 
use of navy specialists on subsi- 
dized trans-Atlantic liners. 

The crew of 659 men included _ 
navy officers, 178 navy sailors, 42 
officers and 437 men of the French 
line. Many of the French line group 
were stewards and others formerly 
employed on the liner Lafayette 
which ‘burned early this year. 

Le Havre strikers went as close 
to the waterfront as mobile guards 
would permit to watch the Paris 
depart for Cherbourg to pick up 
passengers for New York. 

The strikers resented the use of 
the naval crew, Daladier’s refusal 
to talk) things over until the men 
returned to work, and his intima- 
tion the navy would run the mer- 
chant marine as long as necessary. 

The passenger list included 150 Mar 
American volunteers returning 
from the Spanish Government war 
front, : 

In the Paris region and elsewhere 
most factories closed since the gen- 
eral strike reopened and took back 
most of their employes. The gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor kept up 
the fight, however, against dis- 
charge of workers who were con- 
sidered strike leaders. 

Seine River boatmen talked of a 
strike Saturday with barges 
stretched across the river, but both 
the bargemen and their employers 
indicated a desire for arbitration 
of wage dispute.

industrial region, today. was sen- 
tenced to one year in prison for 
labor agitation. 

A Valenciennes court first sen- 
tenced him to six months, twice the 
penalty for agitation under the 
Daladier Government’s new deeree 
laws, because he had been convict- 
ed previously on a similar charge. 

When Thomas faced the Court 
and gave the Communist clenched- 
fist salute, the Judge again doubled 
the penalty.

The Cubs were looking for bat- 
ting punch when the winter trad- 
ing season opened and Manager 
Hartnett believes they got it in 
the swap with the Giants. 

It was the first evidence that 
Hartnett meant business when he 
promised a “house cleaning” after 
the National League champions 
dropped four in a row to the New 
York Yankees in the world series.

JOE CATTARINICH 
DIES; BIG OWNER 
IN FAIRMOUNT 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 7. — Jo- 
seph Cattarinich of Montreal, part 
owner of the New Orleans and 
Collinsville and Aurora (Ill.) race 
tracks, died in a hospital here to- 
day. He had undergone an oper- 
ation on his eye and died of a 
heart attack while under the anes- 
thetic, 

Born in Montreal 57 years ago, 
Cattarinich early became one of 
the most prominent sports figures 
in Canada as a lacrosse and hock- 
ey player. For years after he re- 
tired from active play he organized 
lacrosse and hockey teams. For a 
time he was a partner in owner- 
ship of the Montreal Canadiens, 
which several times were world's 
hockey champions. 

Entering racing as a_ breeder, 
‘bookmaker and track owner, the 
Canadian sportsman sold his la- 
crosse, and hockey interests. 


Joe Cattarinich was well known 
to St. Louis racing followers as the 
principal stockholder in the Fair- 
mount track.

PAUL Y. ANDERSON. 

Paul Y. Anderson, who has just died in Washing- 
ton, was not only a masterful and brilliant reporter 
of great events; he also played a part in shaping 
them. As a young Post-Dispatch reporter, assigned 
to cover the Bast St. Louis race riots, he brought 
about a congressional investigation by exposing the 
political conditions from which the riots sprang.

When it was pointed out that in 
some of his previous statements 
he had said that increased cost of 
national defense should be met 
with additional taxation, if neces- 
sary, he said that he still held this 
view, and then pointed out that it 
might be possible to shift funds 
which would have gone to self- 
liquidating projects to naval con- 
struction. He emphasized on this 
point that nothing had been de- 


cided, and warned reporters not ta 


take his remarks as indicating that 
he intended to set up a thrée-clas- 
sification budget like that of 
Sweden. 

He declined to estimate what the 
new national defense program 
would cost, or to discuss the forth- 
coming budget message, saying that 
the reporters would have to wait 
until Congress meets on Jan. 8, or 
for the “sittitng-on-the-floor semin- 
ar” about that time, when he ex- 
plains the various items in the 
budget. These White House “sem- 
inars” are held before the budget 
message goes to Congress so re- 
porters can ask question about spe- 
cific provisions. Many reporters 
attend and some sit on the floor. 

The President laughingly parried 
all other queries about national de- 
fense and international affairs. He 
declined to discuss the “scope and 
time” of the armament program, 
and said that he had not heard of 
a proposal to train young men in 
civil aviation so they would be 
available for military service. He 
pointed out, however, that there 


vas little or no difference in civil 


and military airplanes, and that the 
pilot of a civil plane could easily 
be transferred to a military plane. 

He also declined to discuss his 
conference with Ambassadors. Wil- 
son and Bullitt, saying it was mere- 
ly a continuation of talks begun at 
Warm Springs.

MARTIN EGAN, FORMER A P 
WAR CORRESPONDENT, DIES 


Covered Boxer Rebellion, Spanish- 
American and Russo-Japa- 
nese Conflicts.

NEW YORK, Dec, 7. — Martin 
Egan, former war ‘correspondent 
for the Associated Press and for 
many years affiliated with J. P. 
Morgan & Co., died today at his 
home. He was 67 years old. 

Born in Martinez, Cal, he was 
educated in the public schools and 
later studied law. He was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1898 and began 
writing for newspapers: in Canada 
and this country shortly after. 

He covered the Boxer Rebellion 
in China for the Associated Press 
and also served as correspondent 
during the Spanish-American War, 
the Philippine . Insurrection and 
Russo-Japanese . War. He served 
the Associated Press in New York, 
London, Tokyo, Peking and Manila.

His audience, the delegates to the 
Forty-third Congress of American 
industry, has assembled from over 
the ntry for the three-day meet- 
ing. will close Friday night with 
a banquet at which Anthony Eden, 
former British Foreign Secretary, 
will speak. About 4000 persons will 
attend. : 

“To make America go ahead,” 
said Hook, we've got to get our 
9,000,000 unemployed back to work. 
We cannot regain prosperity until 
we do. That was apparent in 1933; 
it is equally as apparent how.” 

All Must Admit Mistakes. 

The manufacturing association 
head, who also is president of ‘the 
American Rolling Mill Co., urged 
that business, labor, agriculture and 
Government admit the mistakes of 
recent years. 

“We should leave no doubt in the 
minds of the people that, for the 
public good, we favor regulation of 
certain phases of our incentive sys- 
tem. We agree that as a public 
safeguard, Government must set up 
certain standards designed to pro- 
tect the public interest.”

Legion Against “Isms.”

He referred to a 
Legion publication which suggested 
education as the best weapon 
against Communism “and its kin- 
dred diseases.” 

Then Chadwick reviewed resolu- 
tions the American Legion adopted 
in convention.

Condemnation of doctrines and 
influences “prejudicial” to the Unit- 
ed States form of government and 
of proposalf to make the United 
States an asylum for “any or all 
political and religious refugees” of 
the world; requests for co 
sional investigation of the “failure” 
of Labor Department officials to 
comply with the laws of immigra- 
tion and deportation; demands that 


the department immediately try to 


deport Harry Bridges, CIO West 
Coast maritime leader, “and like un- 
desirable. aliens”; total restriction 
of immigration for 10 years. 
Political Refugees. 

Regarding the question of polit- 
ical refugees, Chadwick said in his 
statement: “I am sure that you 
will agree with us that no nation 
ought to expect us to accept any 
of its people if it refuses to accept 
their citizen undesirables when the 
latter are found to. be deportable 
from this country. You, with the 
findings of your investigation be- 
fore you, can easily understand our 
national predicament, and the 
great harm to our country, if agi- 
tators for dictatorial forms of gov- 
ernment are allowed to enter and 
then these governments aid and 
abet their own agitators by refusing 
to accept them.” 


Bridges Accused. 

Police Capt. James Keegan, Chief

Dear Mrs. Post: 


AST year I sent Christmas

The curious thing is that the vi 
brations of air can be translated 
into the sensation of hearihg, which 
means the sensation of thought, 
The most marvelous part of the ear 
is the cochlea and the nerve cells 
which line it. These are apparently 


arranged as organ pipes are ar > 


ranged, or at least they respond te 
a scale as organ pipes create s 
scale. 

There are three qualities of sound 
-—loudness, pitch and timbre. Lond- 
ness varies with the amplitude of 
vibration of a sound wave; pitch 
with the frequency of vibration, and 
timbre with the pattern of the 
wave. 

The middle ear, with the drum 
membrane, probable is responsible 
for analyzing and E out at. 
ferences in intensity. innes 
ear, with all the little nerve endings, 
is responsible for analyzing the dif- 
ferences in pitch. 

The theories which account for 
pitch are not in agreement. There 
are, however, two which are gen- 
erally held. One assumes that all 


of the nerve endings of the innen 


ear vibrate as a whole periodically, 
like the transmitting and receiving 
dises of the telephone. The second 
assumes that certain structures or 
parts vibrate separately, periodical 
ly, as the various strings of s 
piano vibrate. 

The range of the human ear 1 
fairly small, It ranges from 16 to 
20,000 variations per second. Below 
16 we hear puffs of air as from 4 
wind instrument or individual beats 
from a string. Other animals can 
hear sounds as if they were musical 
sounds, far above and far below 
thig range. In the middle range of 
100 to 1000 we hear best and cat 
distinguish differences in pitch of 
one vibration per second. It is in 
this range that all important mus 
cal compositions are composed. 

It has been calculated that there 
are 11,000 different pitches whici 
the ear can detect and, therefors 
on the inside cochlea there até 
11,000 different nerve endings.
